thing for them, and is an injustice to the public which has to 
support them. Every prisoner who is able to do so should 
be made to earn his living, and if he can do more the balance 
should go to the support of his family if he has one. 


This truth applies to times of peace as well as to a, time of 


war. 
, 
! able-bodied prisoners should be compelled to per- 


form a reasonable amount of work, thus contributing to the 
support of themselves and the institutions in which they are 
confined; and in the long run hard work would be found as 
reformative, if not more so, than most of the fads and frills 
that'are being introduced in these days of "uplift." 


In (he past there has been inore' or less .objection on the part 


of organized labor to the working of prisoners, which was 
; claimed (o be unfair competition with "free labor." The ob- 


jectors were undoubtedly sincere in their belief, nevertheless 
the theory is vicious. If the prisoners do not support them- 
selves the public has to support them and "free labor" has to 
bear its full share of the burden'. 


_ :But whatever may be the public'view of this question in 
iirne of peace, it is certain that at this time every prisoner 
capable of working should be. put to work. 
It is 'held that 


some of them could be profitably mploye'd in building and 
equipping cantonments, loading and unloading ships, building 
roads, etc. This may be true of some prisoners, but there 
should be nothing resembling "jail deliveries" in the effort to 
have prisoners pay their way. By. proper management suit- 
able work could be provided for them in the prisons, where it 
is better to keep most of them until their terms are completed. 
' Whatever the arrangement, it is certain that the men in 
prisons should be required to work at a time when "man 
power" is as important in the field/pf labor as it is.on the field 
of battle. When the country is denying itself in every way to 
feed itself and its allies it should not be called upon to gratui- 
tously feed, clothe and house an army of able-bodied men 
whose only claim on society is the fact that they have broken 
jts laws.
